Tbo people are bardiy to blame in 
undergoing autfering for the purpose 
of Hnvin<! expense but it baa brought 
tliL'iu 10 a sense of practical realiza- 
tloQ that in tbc future something 
tiMiat l>e done to furnish cheaper fuel 
J hai this will be the next step in tto 
uHDtic coonomy with them there can 
scarcely be any doubt. In this coun 
ty u( Lyon many people, acting in 
lino with the ideas here expressed, 
have been experimenting with corn 
for fuel, and they rop<jrt it a much 
greater success than they had reason 
to anticipate. They are so delighted 
with it that they will henceforth use 
no Other fuel It gives out a very 
strong, regular heat, as ilous good 
hardwood, and it lasts nearly aa long 
T.:u iii'i\iiniitn limit-i would however 
be far belter than any results ever 
yet obtained, ae the methods of bnta 
it arc as yet very crude. Tlicrs 
can be no doubt, however, but that 
inventors will be equal to the emer 
t^euL-y and la due time create a near 
ly perfect corn stove or special fur 
nace whioh will snewet the nenal re.

The stalks and 
blad 8 of corn can be burned also, 
which f^ivcd a luui'li gioter amount 
of fuel to the acre TLwy would need 
to be cut into short lengths, and tbe 
remnants, tightly puckeil together, 
having the appearance of good si/.ed 
sticks of wood, in order for them to 
produce a bot Qru and tu last long in 
u stove or furnace, but they will cer 
talnly pay (or tbe labor by giving in 
iscnrn a very hot flit.

for the people are realizing that grain 
la one of nature's foele and wae in- 
tended for ihat purpose as well a*- to 
use for a cereal product, Could the 
people uae wood or ooal for food, 
there is not much doabt tbey would 
do it, but aa they can not they have 
no scruples of conscience burning ei 
thcr. .*^o will the {cereals be regard, 
ed when every value ia extortd from 
them. 

Up to the present time it is only 
the farmer and tbe frugal individual 
who has made a study of fuel econo 
my who are trying tbe plau of rais 
ing tbeir own fuel, but experiments 
prove that it will be a success; cheap 
oil is alMUt the only thing that may 
make competition against grain, but 
it is scarcely possible for oil to ever 
become cheap enough. Tbe compe- 
tit'oB will likely be between grains, 
and of oonrse the best fuel for the 
least money will win. Mni it is now 
predicted with certainty tbat the ura 
of grata (nel is near at hand.

Ths indications are 
that John 0. Prsast, of this oooaty, 
is the author of tbe mysteriOna ma* 
chine. Preset is a nniqns character, 
occupying his time at hiaeonatry res 
idence near Omaha in sspsrimenting 
with air ships, construotiag models, 
and studying all subjects iactdoBtal 
to the theories of applied mecbanica 
along tbe line of providing a vessel 
that will propel itself through tbe 
air. He has consumed tbe past i,en 
yeara in tbia way, and tbe walls of 
his homo are covered with drawings 
of queer abaped thing*, torn* rsftm- 
bling gigantic birds, wbiU othors re 
ssmble a big cigar, all of which, be 
ssfs, resemble modele of air ships. 
He is regarded as a crank by many, 
though being a man of vary superior 
education. He oamo to Omaha trom 
Qermany twenty years ago, and hss 
lived the lite of a reduss. With the 
few who know him in Omaha, he is 
highly sstsemsd. Mr.. Preset refuses 
to admit that tbe air abip reported in 
different sections of the State is hie 
invention but be has been away from 
horns recently mnoh of his time, and 
tbia ie verynnnsaal of him and some 
time since ha told several parsons 
that ha would sarpms tha world 
with a working model in 1897. Tbe
